This is a response to the Office Action that was mailed on June 25, 2007. Claims 10-12, 14 and 
15 have been rejected as being obvious in view of a combination of U.S. Patent No. 4,895,154 of 
Bartelt et al. and U.S. Patent No. 4,813,418 of Harris. Claim 13 has been rejected as being 
obvious in view of a combination of U.S. Patent No. 4,895,154 of Bartelt et al., U.S. Patent No. 
4,813,418 of Harris, U.S. Patent No. 6,745,082 of Axelgaard and U.S. Patent No. 6,141,575 of 
Price. Claims 1-9 and 16-20 have been allowed. Applicants have amended the application to 
cancel claims 10-15, leaving all remaining claims in the application allowable. 
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
